A DAM BUILT ON END. 


How a Clever Engimeer Conquered a 
Mechanical Difficulty. 

Almost every boy has bullt dozens 
of dams & various ways, constructing 
them across the bed of the channel, 
wide or narrow, to be dammed. But 
did any boy ever think of building a 
dam on end and then tipping It over? 
An inventive American engineer, Isham 
Randolph, who became famous by his 
work on the Chicago drainage canal, 
bas tried this idea on the Niagara river 
200 yards above the Horseshoe fall and 
made a remarkable success of it. 

Of course an ordinary dam could not 
easily be built in the flercely racing 
currents of Niagara hurrying to plunge 
over the fall. So Mr. Randolph decided 
to build his dam on end on the very 
edge of the river. It was not meant to 
do more than raise the water level a 
few inches, go as to prevent water 
scarcity in winter for the Canadian 
town of Niagara Falls when the ice 
jam comes on. A dam seven feet or so 
high was enough and fifty feet long. 
Turned on end, this meant a column 
fifty feet high and seven feet four 
(inches square. The clever engineer 
used concrete as the cheapest, easiest 
and least corrosive material. But any 
column of any .material was certain to 
break ip the shock of falling. How 
was that to be provided for? 

Hasily enough, the inventive builder 
argued. Up the middle of the concrete 
column, like a huge backbone, he ran 
a strong fron chain weighing about 800 
pounds. The whole column weighed 
some 200 tons. At intervals eight feet 
apart al] the way up it along the land- 
ward face wooden wedges were \nsert- 
ed, so that in breaking it would follow 
these lines and break into regular 
blocks, held together by the chain. The 
plan was audacious, but entirely prac- 
tical—a true *“‘Yankee notion.’”” On Nov. 
9. 1005, the finished dam was sent fly- 
ing over by three hydraulic jacks. 
Amid the breathless Interest of a large 
crowd of spectators the concrete col- 


umop fell, splashed and settled. When 
splash and spray subsided there it 
stretched, broken at the destined 


points, tilted a trifle irregularly in the 
middle, where the river bed was high- 
er, but quite effectual. The depth of 
water increased ten inches at once 
The “obelisk dam” was a success.— 
William Rittenhouse in Forward.

TEA KILLS TYPHOID GERMS. 


3ritish Army Surgeon Nakes Import- 
ant Discovery. 


Tea is a preventive of typhoid, it 
‘as just been announced in England 
The discovery is made by Major J. G 
McNaught, a surgeon in the British 
army, who acquainte the medical pro 
‘ession with the particulrs of his ex 
periments. 

He finds that the typhoid germ, in 
pure culture, becomes greatly dimin 
ished in numbers by an exposure of 
our hours to the verage. After 
twenty hours it was impossible to re. 


cover at all from the cold tea. He re 


commends the use of cold tea as a sub 
stitute for water in soldiers’ canteens 
during active service. Even when wa- 
‘er is sufficiently sterilized it is like- 
ly to become infected after steriliza- 
tion, and bottles which have once 
been filled with contaminated water 
are capable of transmitting the infec- 
tion for a long time. 

Major McNaught suggests that ev 
trybody drink tea. If prepared in a 
proper manner, tea, according to phy- 
siclans, constitutes a refreshing and 
pot harmful beverage, ‘or it is the 
tannin and other extractives, which 
are drawn out only after continued 
tteeping, which are productive ot 
harmful consequences. ‘“‘Boiled”’ ten 
tives a coppery cbat to the stomach 
and a saffron hue to the face 

If employed in the manner indicat 
sd in localities where typhoid is 
known to be present, tea may thus 
kerve as one of the essential precau 
iionary measures to guard against in 
‘ection by this dread disease

Death Liable fo Follow a Sudden 
Outburet of Temper. 


FRENZY MAY SPELL SUICIDE 


—_ 


A Chemleal Poison te Created in the 
Syetemn When One indulges tn a Fit 
of Rage—Famous Men Whe Have 
Died In a Moment of Passion. 


Death frequently follows a sudden 
fit of anger. Persons who are other- 
wise sensible and even philosophical 
indulge at times in this suicidal and 
profitless pastime. The Emperor Nerva 
died at the age of sixty-six from fever 
resuiting from a fit of anger. Paul 
IIl., who occupied the papal throne 
from 1484 to 1549 and who wae consid 
ered one of the most intelligent and 
liberal as well as just of popes, died 
from a sudden fit of anger while up 
braiding Cardinal Alessandro Farnese, 
who had proved false to his friends 
and benefactor 

The emperor of Valentiniaw while 
addressing a deputation of backsliding 
Germans allowed his angry emotions 
to get the upper hand of his common 
sense and fell dead ere he had finished 
speaking. The celebrated English sur 
geov John Hunter indulged in angry 
dispute with one of bis colleagues at 
St. George's hospital and dropped dead 
at the feet of him who had been the 
cause of the resentful and bitter re 
marks. The Russian surgeon Badda 
woski, being angered nat the awkward 
ness of an assistant during a surgical 
operation, gave free vent to a fit of 
anger and expired without a momeut's 
warning. 

The milk as well as the flesh of ai)! 
mals that have died while in a rage 
has been found upon analysis to con 
tain elements of poison, and many an 
innocent babe has been made danger 
ously {ll by nursing at the mother's 
breast Immediately after that mother 
had indulged in a fit of frenzy or an 
ger. Neither the chemist nor bacteri 
oOlogist has yet been able to demon 
@trate the particular poison or germ 
that renders the milk toxic under the 
conditions, but that a poison and » 
very active and energetic one exists i» 
unquestionable. 

Death during a fit of anger may be 
prodused by a toxic product developed 
by the undue excitement as much as 
to the play of the emotions upon the 
nerve centers of the heart. Little chil 
dren should be taught In earliest in- 
fancy to control their angry passions 
A parent smiling approvingly at what 
be is pleased to term the ‘“spunkiness” 
of bis offspring without making any 
effort to reprove or to correct the out- 
burst of il] temper is guilty of wanton 
neglect and is storing up much un- 
pleasantness for both himself and the 
child in future. 

“Anger is a stone cast {nto a wasp's 
nest,” reads the Malabar proverb, and 
how often the angry word stirs up 
strife and discord and contentions that 
keep up a continual unpleasant buzz- 
ing until, ike wasps disturbed in their 
nests, they alight upon the disturber, 
bringing a sting that wounds his own 
personality. 

“Be slow to wrath” might be a cher 
fished guide at any and every period of 
life. But as years run their course, 
particularly if accompanied by a fee 
ble condition of body, a conscious tend- 
ency to fits of anger should induce 
babits of strenuous self controi. This 
control, however, is not acquired in 
a day. The imprisoned fire of anger 
but waits for the kindling breath of 
provocation, and each time It is con- 
fronted by the latter a culin exterior, 
even though the spirit be at white heat, 
will win a victory without either party 
to the strife being a loser. 

A bright three-year-old child who 
was given to passionate outbursts of 
resentful anger each time her wishes 
were thwarted was one morning sud- 
denly lifted to the mirror with the 
mother’s admonition, ‘Look at your- 
self!” Immediately the child’s resent 
ful face changed, and, nestling to ber 
mother, who wisely refrained from 
saying another word regarding the 
ebullition of temper, she, witb an apol- 
ogetic bug, softly sobbed away the re 
sentment. 

Some weeks afterward, during which 
time there was a marked change for 
the better in the temperament of the 
ebild, the mother had occasion to re 
prove the little one for an act of dis- 
obedience, using perbaps unnecessary 
wariuth of tempor at the time. With 
out hesitation the Hfttle one selzed her 
by the hand aud took ber to the tm.rror

One of the most curious plants is 
found in the vivarium of the Pennsyl- 
vania university. The name of this 
wonderful plant is the Pinguicula caw 
data, and the name is as long as the 
plant Is small. The plant is small and 
modest and has a pretty flower apd 
pretty leaves. 

Despite its innocent looks and small 
size {It is an object of terror to all im 
eects, for it has the qualities of fiy 
paper, and should any guileless insect 
stop upon its sticky leaves it could 
never get away, because the leaves 
have a sticky substance upon them 
which retains the insect.

But, alas, it never leaves the surface 
of the leaves until it is absorbed by 
this fy catcher, when it goes to enrich 
the constitution of the plant. As the 
leaves are always covered with insects, 
the plant flourishes into one of the 
most thrifty plants. This “insect 
catcher” of Dame Nature would be a 
boon and a blessing to many house- 
wives who are troubled with mosqut 
toes and files, for if a few of these 
plants were placed on a table in a 
room infested with the above named 
insects the room would soon be free 
from these little pests, which are so 
abundant during the warm weather.

Canned Foode.* 

Bright colors should be regarded as 
an flag of danger in the selection of 
canned foods, for they invariably indi- 
cate artificial coloring. A bright green 
color, such as is seen in canned peas 
and beans, indicates the presence of 
copper or fron. The brilliant red of 
eatchup and canned tomatoes and 
fruits usually comes from anillne dye. 
A bright yellow, such as is found in 
mustard, extract of lemon and noodles, 
is also aniline in fits origin as a general 
thing. The abnormally white color of 
canned corn and other foods indicates 
bleaching.— What to Kat. 


Brass In a Room. 

Brass can make a wonderful differ 
ence in a dreary room. A large jardi- 
niere with a plant In it placed in a 
dark corner will lighten up marvelous- 
ly. The andirons, too, will give a 
cheery reflection. Even eandlesticks 
help, and little trays and bowls, be 
they ever so small. The importance of 
brass In a sunless room cannot be too 
strongly emphasized. Mirrors brighten 
up, and so do pictures with well polish- 
ed giasses and gilded frames. But 
these little points are too seldom taken 
into consideration, 


Kitchen Walls. 

To clean the kitcben walls first pour 
some kerosene in a basin, then take a 
soft cloth and dip it in the kerosene 
and wasb a part of the wall witb it. 
then wring another cloth out of nice 
hot water and go over the spot just 
cleaned with kerosene and lastly wipe 
with a cleandry cloth. You wil be sur- 
prised at the results. It is the easiest 
and most satisfactory way of washing 
painted kitchen or bathroom walls. 

Invisible Patches on Curtains. 

Cut u piece of the required size out 
of an old one, and dip it in starch. 
Then press it on the curtain witb a bot 
iron, and you will have the defective 
spot well mended until washing day. 
for it comes round again. Do not iron 
your curtains, for ironing breaks the 
threads Instead, mangle and shake 
them out. Any creases which remain 
will soon disappear when they are 
bung up. 


Skimming Soup. 

Grease may always be skimmed from 
hot soup with a amall piece of ice. 
This is very useful when making 
broths for Invalids or children for im- 
mediate use. The grease hardens im- 
mediately when touched by the Ice and 
clings to It long enough to be removed 
to a cup or basin, when It slips off and 
the ice may be used again. — Good 


Don’t Slump. 

Don't slump. By this is meant a po 
sition when sitting In which the back 
gets bowed and the spine more or less 
bent. It does not really rest the body, 
and it brings about a bad figure and 
worse carriage. So called “easy” chairs 
help people to slump. A soft cushion 
should be used to lean against and fill 
{u the natural hollow of tha back. 

Repairing a Mirrer. 

A mixture of three ounces of bis 
muth, a half ounce each of tin and lead 
melted togetber and three ounces of 
mercury added when the first mixture 
is cool applied to the back of a looking 
giasé which needs renewing will make 
it as good as new.

THE CARE OF RUGS. 


How to Sweep Large Ones and te Dust 
Small Ones. 

Some housekeepers have concluded 
that they prefer two or three small 
rugs in a room to one large one which 
fs too heavy for a woman to handle 
and beat. A great single rug cpvering 
the center of the room looks well, even 
if of no better quality than a good 
Smyrna. But smaller rugs must be of 
better quality to prove satisfactory. 
Provided there is a large rug down 
and no man willing or to be hired to 
beat it, by care it can be kept in fair 
condition for several weeks. Of course 
it must be swept where it is. Having 
dusted the movable ornaments and 
chairs and carried them to another 
room and dusted and covered other 
things that are conveniently moved, 
sweep the rug in the direction of the 
warp in short strokes and take up the 
dirt glong the edges on the floor. Now 
sweep the rug again in the opposite 
4irection after scattering over it bits 
of danipened newspaper pressed as 
dry as possible. Turn the edges up 
and brush out underneath for a few 
inches. Now sweep the bare floor with 
a dust brush, and after the dust has 
settled wipe the floor with a slightly 
damp cheesecloth and the rug with an- 
other cheesecloth dampened in water 
to which a few drops of ammonia have 
been added. In this way the rug will 


look bright and be quite free from 
dust. 
Tea leaves when used to take up 


dust are apt to stain delicate colors. 
The above method of cleaning a rug 
may seem troublesome to one who 
would prefer to attack it with a broom 
and give it a vigorous digging, but it 
would be no cleaner by her treatment, 
and the walls and furniture would be 


loaded with dust, to say nothing of | 
discomfort to the sweeper in breathing 
the dust. 

If small rugs are used, do not allow 
them to be tuken out and sbaken by | 


one end or, in fact, shaken at all, for | 


this is the way to break them Into rags, | 
along the edges at least. Hang over a 
line and beat with a rattan, or, better | 
yet, have the rugs laid on the grass | 
and beaten on the wrong side first and 
then turned. Chicago Inter Ocean.

How the Sweet Liquid Is Stored In the | 


Tree—Warmth Makes It Flow. 
There is much difference of opinion 
as to where the sap in a sugar tree 
comes from. It does not come from 


the ground by the roots, but ts in the | 


tree and bas been all winter in the 
form of starch deposited in the cells 
of the soft wood under the bark. 
When the weather becomes warn 


enough in the spring to set in action | 


the vital processes of the tree, this 
starch is changed into sugar and the 
cells become so full of the sweet sap 
as to exert a great pressure op them. 
The warmth of:the spring sun starts 
this vital action, and the sap circulates 
through the cells on the way to the 
buds, which soon swell out and burst 
mto leaf. When the tree is tapped by 
the sugar maker, the pressure of the 
sap on the cells forces it out of the 
opening made There is no spectal 
current up from the roots or down to 
them; the tree is simply filled with 
sap all through the soft wood and 
mostly at that part of it Immediately 
under tbe bark. Here new wood is 
formed of the matter held in solution 
In the sap 

The sap will flow while the ground Is 
sull frozen, for it ls warmth to the air 
Usat causes the flow and not the action 
of the roots tn the soll Therefore It ts 
quite useless, as some people do, te 
spread any little or other poncenduct- 
lng matter under the tree for the pur 
pose of keeping the ground frozen to 
delay the budding If this effect be de 
sired, the whole tree must be covered 
In and kept in a dormant condition by 
low temperature all over.—Chicage 
News.
